Withdrawn Rejections 

The 103(a) rejection of claims 1-6 as being unpatentable over Fujikawa et 
al. (U. S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0173256) has been withdrawn in 
view of Applicants' filing of a certified English translation of their foreign priority 
document (Japan 2002-366916) on May 26, 2009. 

Further, Fujikawa et al. is a national stage entry of PCT/JP02/061 16. Said PCT 
application published as WO 03/000410 in Japanese. Therefore, Fujikawa et al. has no 
1 02(e) date; Fujikawa et al. is a prior art as of its publication date of September 1 8, 
2003, thus making the reference available as prior art under 35 USC § 102(a). 

Because Applicants have perfected the foreign priority date of December 18, 
2002 via a certified English translation of their foreign priority document, Fujikawa et al. 
is no longer qualified as prior art. 

The provisional double patenting rejection of claims 1, 5, and 6 as being 
unpatentable over claims 1, 4, and 7 of copending Application Serial No.

10/594,451 stated in the previous Office Action has been withdrawn for the 
following reasons, as set forth in MPEP 1490:
